It was 
the German trenches.

sians, who fling grenades, bombs, or

French Officer With Kodak Is 


Welcomed. 


Tell* Remarkable Story ef HI* Expe- 


rience In Getting Picture ef the 


German*—Men Seemed 


Quite Happy. 


Paris.—Illustration, Franco's, lead- 


ing pictorial weekly, recently con- 
tained a remarkable story and a re- 
markable photograph of an incident 
Which occurred in the famous forest 
ot the Argonne. 
Both picture and 


narrative are the work of a French 
Junior officer, who write*: 


The general one morning said to 


me: "I want you to make your way 
to our first line, and it possible pho- 
tograph the German trenches 20 yards 
away. Mind you, keep your wits about 
you, 
for the enemy shoots the first 


kepi he sees and the moment he hears 
a sound!" 


Amid a mass of branches 
I 


perceived our lads. 
A lieutenant, 


warned by telephone, wet, expecting 
me. In a penetrating whisper he 
said: "Hist! they're only fifteen me- 
ters oft." 
I soon reached a faggot 


hedge, and peeping through, with the 
aid ot a field-glass, I could distinguish 
a heap of fresh soil ahead. It was 
the German trenches. 


"Don't look too long," said the lieu- 


tenant, "or a bullet will whip that 
periscope from your hand. What we'd 
like to know Is whether they're 'bad 
boys' or 'good boys.'" 


By "bad hoys" he meant the Prus- 


sians, who fling grenades, bombs, or 
minenwe.rfer shells morning, noon, 
and night; and by "good boys," the 
Saxons, who are lasler, and leave us 
in peace for hours at a stretch. 


We kept a* still as mice all the 


while, watching intently.. Suddenly 
tne -lieutenant •tegaa.to'whilUe *> pop- 
ular German long: 


Drunten 1m Unterland, 
El! da iit's » wundenohMU. 
In the valley below 
How (lorioiu the life! 
He stopped. We never moved a 


muscle. Then from the trench oppo- 
site came the concluding couplet, whis- 
tled in the same key: 


El da let'a «o" wundenchora, 
D». mocckt' ich Jaecw **hil-— 
••» 


How clorlou* the lite 
"With th« huntemen you knowt 
I could hardly believe my ear*. At 


my side a soldier exclaimed: "Look, 
there's a German. That's the first 
we've seen alive since the war be- 
gan." 


"Hold your tongue! Do you want 


to be bombarded?" This from the lieu- 
tenant. 


"Heavens!" pursued the 
soldier, 


whom artillery had made deaf, "there's 
a couple, one with a green cap and 
something shining on It," 


With my class 1 could easily see 


two German heads Just appearing 
above their parapet of earth—a sharp- 
shooter and a Bavarian Infantryman. 


They saw the blue kepi of our im- 


pudent "plou-plou." 
In genial tones 


they called out, "'n Morgea Kama- 
rade." (Good morning, comrade.) Then 
other heads appeared. I counted five; 
one belonged to an officer. This seemed 
to be the psychological moment to get 
a useful and curious record. So I 
handed the lieutenant the camera and 
he held it above the trench and 
cried out "Photographlrent" 


"Ja, Ja," called back the German*, 


whose round faces broke Into a broad 
•mile. 


I quickly scaled our trench, sod get- 


ting possession of the kodak I 
stretched myself flat on the loose soil 
and focuned the German, trench. 
"Click," and with a salute to the en- 
emy I dropped back Into the trench, • 
just as a cheery "Dank" came across 
the intervening space. 


They teemed quite happy. One ot 


them went so far as to throw us a 
packet of cigarettes. A bough (topped 
it, and instantly a German oam* out 
of bis trench, apparently with the ob- 
ject of picking it up and handing It to 
us. But the lieutenant, with a grim 
smile, pouted a revolver at him; the 
Teuton returned, and the cigarette* 
stayed where they were.
